Ths British Attack on Hooduras 

The subjoined extract from a letter ad- 
dressed to ilie New Orleans True Delta, 
appears to have been the gronnd of the 
late Telegraphic despatch relative to al- 
ledged British aggressions in Honduras. 

Advices from Port Royal to the 4th of 
of March state that the British steamer 
Devastation had arrived at Port Royal 
from the Baliamas, and made no report of 
the ditticuliics at Truxillio, in which she 
is represented to have taken so prominent 
a part; 

Belize, Honduras, Feb. 24, l8o3. 

In my last 1 informed you that the au 
thoi ilies of the State of Honduras had ta- 
ken possession of “Limas.” I have now 
to inform you that her Majesty’s war 
steamer “Devastation” came down here, 
and after having laken[on board the >Su- 
periutendeiit and his secrerary, proceeded 
; to the town of “Truxillio,” where they 
filially offered to the Government of that 
town, for the State of Honduras, as an 
ultimatum, that they must decide in two 
hours either (ogive up the territory to 
the parties from whom they had taken it, 
or to stand the consequences; which w.is 
supposed bv the Hoiiduraiiocs to bc liot 
shells and cannon balls. So they deci- 
ded to give up to the superior force, at 
the same time they solemnly protested 
against the conduct of her Majesty’s Su- 
perintendent, the officers of the Devasta- 
tion, and the Government of England, 
asserting their inalienable right to the 
country, and declaring that they only 
gave up to superior force under compul 
sion; they only promised not to interfere 
with British subjects because they were 
not able to drive them away; and, finally, 
appealed to Almighty God to witness the 
outrage, and punish the nation which thus 
at the mouth of her cannon, despoiled
